cide which frequencies to tweak? One way is to use your 
ears and experience. Notice I said and, not or there, because 
you definitely need both to accurately flatten a system 
without electronic assistance. 

And speaking of electronic assistance, if you happen to 
have a few hundred bucks burning a hole in your pocket, 
you. can go out and buy yourself a magical device known as 
an RTA (Real Time Analyzer). The RTA is a nifty piece of 
gear that allows you to see the frequency dips and peaks in 
your system. 

It does this by sending a signal called “pink noise” 
through the system, and uses a microphone at the speakers 
to analyze the output. 

Pink noise is a modified form of white noise that is 
shaped to represent a “real world” format relative to useful 
musical frequencies. And what does it sound like? Static! 
Yep, that’s right, it’s very annoying! Cool! 

Using an RTA and pink noise is the quickest way to get 
a nice curve on your E.Q., but you still have to trust your 
ears. Sometimes you can analyze and get the RTA to read 
flat and then you run some program and it just doesn’t 
sound right. This is where experience comes in. As a sound 
person, it’s your job to know when the sound is right, and 
take correcting steps when it isn’t. 

I could go on and on about equalization (but I won’t), be 
cause even though it’s basically a simple function, it quickly 
becomes complicated when you examine its many details.

Friday, September 17th and Wednesday, September 
22nd marked the return of the legendary Bad Boys from 
Boston, ‘“‘Aerosmith.” After three years since their last 
quintuple platinum release, “Pump,” Aerosmith is back and 
they’re just as raw and raunchy (actually lustful) as ever 
with their new ‘“‘Get a Grip Tour.” 





Opening up for Aerosmith at the Spectrum was 4 Non 
Blondes, a kind of folk, funk, blues, psychedelic rock band 
hailing from San Francisco. For those few who have not 
heard “Bigger, Better, Faster, More!”, the band consists of 
three women and one man, Linda Perry (lead vocals 
and guitar) and Roger Rocha (lead guitar) are a match made 
for stage with Linda’s vocal virtuoso and Roger’s ’60s in- 
fluential guitar playing.

Between 8:30 and 9:00, Aerosmith’s road crew, were 
busy setting up the stage. By 8:51, Aerosmith’s center cur- 
tain, a black and white vertical swirl design resembling one 
of Tyler’s scarves, was raised, bringing quite a lot of excite- 
ment to the 18,000 sold-out seats. 

Nine o’clock, the lights go down as Aerosmith makes 
their entrance onto the center stage. The first song of their 
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night was the “Intro” song off their new release, “‘Get a 


Grip.” All we see is the silhouette of Steven Tyler doing \ 


his primal noises and screams, then the band starts to play 
their hit song, “Eat the Rich,” as the curtain is drawn up- 
ward. 

Out comes the band with Tyler wearing a rather large 
black Madd Hatter’s hat with mirrored designs and Joe Per- 
ry in his basic black and white, looking very young for 


just turning 46. “‘Love in the Elevator” was up next and then 


one of their old hits, ‘Back in the Saddle.” 
Then the band falls into ‘Fever,’ another song off 


“Get a Grip.” Joe Perry opens up with a short guitar solo . 


leading the band into “Draw the Line.” At the end of the 
song, Steven Tyler introduces ‘Jumpin’ Joe Perry” and 
then they played “F.I.N.E.” 

Friday the band performed “Ragdoll” and “Kings and 
Queens,” but by Wednesday’s performance, the list had 
changed to “Mamma Kin,” all a very good selection of 
Aerosmith’s discography. 

On to the tenth song in which Brad Whittford opens 
with his guitar solo, leading the band into “Last Child” 
where Tyler sends chills down your spine with his screams. 
And now, as instructed, after the audience’s count of three, 
the band goes into “‘Cryin’,”’ another big radio and MTV hit 
off “Get a Grip’’; also two more songs from their new re- 
lease, “‘Shut Up and Dance” and “Walk on Down,” the lat- 
ter fronted by Joe Perry and featuring Thom Gimbel on 
sax and keyboards. 

The fifteenth song performed on the first night was 
“Otherside,” whereas on the proceeding performance it was 
“Toys in the Attic.” The lights go low and Tyler states the 
need for some atmosphere as blue and green lights sweep ac- 
ross the audience and the band plays their very controver-

sial “Janie’s Got a Gun,” a song all about child abuse. 

Next the band explodes into ‘“‘Dude Looks Like a Lady,” 
filled with loads of gyrating, pumping, and exposing one- 
self from Steven Tyler, enough to whet any woman’s appe- 
tite. And now finally the long-awaited ‘Dream On,” in 
which Steven Tyler carries his vocals so completely to hun- 
dreds of fans lit up by lighters. 

Now it’s Joey Kramer’s turn for his drum solo as his plat- 
form moves into position and a flood of color encircles 
him as he astounds us with his many years of experience 

‘exploding quite obviously in your face. Talking about in 
your face, during the second night’s performance, Joey 
fondly mooned the audience after his solo. The last song of 
the set was ‘‘Walk This Way.” Tyler shows us how virile he 
really is, flipping and rolling all over the stage and side ramp 
railings, ending the song, leaving the audience wound up. 
Band exits stage left.

Aerosmith came back out to finish up the night with 
three songs, ‘Livin’ on the Edge,” (we knew that was com- . 
ing) “Sweet Emotion,” in which Tom Hamilton opens up 
the song with his bass expertise. During “Sweet Emotion,” 
Joe Perry (You Go Joe!) breaks into an awesome guitar 
break filled with distortion, siren sounds, and a brief theme 
from “Peter Gunn.” 

Last but not least was ‘“‘Train Kept a Rollin’,”’ and that’s 
exactly what they did to the fans, never slowing down to a 
full stop ’till the final good-byes. As the band exited the 
stage, Steven Tyler left us with his quote for the night: “‘If 
you want to get ahead, you’ve got to give a little.” 

It was definitely a show to “Get a Grip” on! Look for 
the band to swing around again, hopefully very soon! Peace!
